imeasiuess, for it is known he had made 
arrangements to write a book on a 
branch of surgery during the fall. 


Dr. L. L. McArthiir and Dr. James 
X . Keefe and Mrs. Murphy were in the 
Murphy apartments in the (irand hotel 
•when the great surgeon died. 
He suf- 
fered a sinking spell earlier in the day, 
and he continued to fail until the end. 


Father Soomers. of 8t. Ann's parish, 
Mackinac, was present and administered 
the last rites of the church. 


Knew His Condition. 


Dr. L. L. McArthur and I>r. James E. 
Keefe, who attended the surgeon, said 
that shortly before their patient became 
•unconscious, he told them he knew his 
true condition; he ha^ diagnosed 
his 
own case and he wanted an autopsy 
held to prove he was correct. 
He saia 
further that his trouble originally had 
been caused by 
an 
affection of the 
throat, which later had extended to the 
heart. 


It was while still a young man, about 
thirty-one years 
of 
age, and known 
chiefly for having collectod a half-share 
of the then remarkably large fee of .$6.- 
000 for treating the policemen injured 
•during the Haymarket anarchist riots, 
that he developed what since has been 
known as the Murphy button, for use iu 
intestinal surgery. 


He was coming do'wn in the elevator 
from his office one day with Dr. Frank- 
lin H. Martin. 
Dr. Martin had known 
him since he was an Irish lad working 
in a drug store, an acquaintance -which 
continued until the present day. 
Dr. 
Murphy took out of his pocket a metal 
ball about the size of an English wal- 
But. 


"There," he said, "is the thing that is 
going to revolutionize 
intestinal 
sur- 
gery. 
I've trie(] it on twenty dogs Avith 
perfect success."' 


"You wouldn't try it on a human be- 
ing, would you?" asked Dr. Martin. 


"First chance I get,'' was the em- 
•phatic reply. 


It was several -»ars, however, before 
the button was brought to the attention 
of a really important gathering of sur- 
peons. Dr. Murphy read a paper on the 
button in 1802 in New York, before the 
convention of the Academy of Surgery.

At the same time officials are confront- 
ed with a deadlock in the negotiations 
for permission to pass red cross supplies 
through the allied blockade lines into 
Germany and Austria and there 
have

The experiment 
of selling bread at 6 cents a loaf two 
years ago, who A 'le price of flour was 
high, did not pri»w a success, they claim. 


The raise will mean that Fort Wayne 
will pay $4,000 more a day for the 
bread her people uses. 
Ten thousand 
loaves of bread a day is the average out- 
put of the twenty-three largest bakeries 
of the city. 
More than $8,000 a day 
is spent for bread in Fort Wayne. 
This 
is $45,000 a week and'nearly $1,300,- 
000 a month. 


Bread in Greater Demand. 
Fort Wayne has used much more 
bread this summer than ever before, ac- 
cording to C. C. Lange, baker at the 
corner of CaUioim ^nd Wallace streets, 
who has made a special study of the 
local market. 


"The continued hot summer is the 
cause," he says. 
"People use more bread 
and pies in hot weather. Also the house- 
wives will not try to bake when the 
%veather is sultry. 
While the 'bread that 
mother bakes' is almost a memory, there 
are still women who will 'try their luck' 
when the days are cool." 


Restaurants Will "Charge More. 


With the boost in bread prices will 
come a raise in the cost price of pies 
and cakes and cookies. 
Restaurant men 
who have been warned of an increase in 
their breadstuffs are worricid. 
It will 
mean 10 cents for a piece of pie and a 
rise in the cost of wheat cakes, they say. 


It will be a dreary day for the boys 
who live on rolls." 
There will be dark 
times for the hubbies who" are "just get- 
ting by." 


The raise in bread'prices will come 
individually because Fort Wayne main- 
tains no organization of bakers. 
All 
bakers admit, however, that t^ey must 
raise the price soon and the start will 
be made.next week. 


The size of the bread loaves cannot 
be Imade smaller in order to maintam 
the jitney standard. 
Like almost every 
other subject Foirt Wayne has an ordi- 
nance govelrning thiat. 
No loaf of bread 
can weigh less than a pound, the ordi- 
nance says. 
There is little profit in a 
pound loaf now, bakers say, and flour 
priées are booming. 


Bakers, who would like to furnish the 
nickel loaf as long as possible,, may peti- 
tion the city council to repeal the ordi- 
nance governing the . weight of bread.

Statement Made by Dr. J. 
M. Dinnen in Speaking 
of Late Dr. Murphy. 


Dr. James M. Dinnen, of Fort Wayne, 
who was a personal friend of Dr. John 
B. Murphy, the famous Chicago physi- 
cian, who passed away Friday after- 
noon, states that he was the greatest 
surgeon in the entire world. 


In speaking of the death of the famous 
doctor. Dr. Dinnen said, "Yes, Dr. Mur- 
phy and I were very close friends. Our 
friendship was formed when we were 
attending the Rush Medical college at 
Chicago. 
We were graduated in the 
same class and since that time he visited 
me very frequently in Fort Wayne and 
I made many trips to Chicago to see 
him. 


"I regarded Dr. Murphy as being tha 
greatest physician in the world and I 
sincerely believe that he lived at least 
twenty-five years ahead of his time. No 
one is able to take up his work where 
he stopped, because it is too far ad- 
vanced. He was recognized over the en- 
tire world as the greatest physician and 
surgeon." 


Dr. Dinnen will attend the funeral of 
his friend and former schoolmate. 


Nearly all the Fort Wayne physi- 
cians and 
surgeons 
were 
acquainted 
with the deceased doctor and all agree 
that Dr. Murphy was the greatest sur- 
geon in the world, as well as the great- 
estclinic teacher in boththis and the 
old countrv. 


Efiort to Settle Rail Difference Without 
Result. 


New York, Aug. 12.—The final effort 
of the United States board of mediation 
and conciliation to settle the differences 
between the railroads and their 400.000 
employes through mediation has failed, 
but the mediators today proposed to the 
brotherhoods a new form of arbitration 
which shortly after 11 o'clock the broth 
erhood chiefs and delegates began to con 
sider in e.\ecutive session. 


The method suggested is to increase 
the membership of the board of arbitra- 
tion defined by the Newlands act. 
The 
idea is to give to each of the brother- 
hoods a representative on the proposed 
arbitration board together 
with four 
members representing the railroads and 
four neutrals, making the total member- 
ship 12 instead of six. 
While the labor 
men declare they are firmly opposed to 
arbitration on the ground that the de- 
cisions of the arbitrators in the past 
have not given the men the benefits for 
which they contended, they reframed 
from commenting upon the new pro- 
posals until formally presented. 


Judge W. L. Chambers, one of the me- 
diators, said he had not given up hope 
that the board might compose the dif- 
ferences. 
The chance of avertmg the 
threatened strike by any other means 
than arbitration is generally regarded as 
small. 
. 


Managers Make SUtement 


Prior to the arrival of the mediators at 
the assembly hall of the brotherhoods a 
statement was made m behalf of 
the 
railroad managers that they ^ere i ^ - 
vocably firm on the prmciples of arbitra- 
tion. The reason given was that, if they 
cave up the principle, the power of the 
Suroads to deal with their employes 
would be broken and that hereafter they 
would be at the mercy of the four broth- 
erhoods. 
, - 


"The situation has reached a 
s U ^ 
where the question of hours and wages is 
secondary," said the railroads' spokes- 
man. 
"We demand arbitration and we 
will fight for this principle to a finish 
rather than give it up. 
wU Put «U my 
rolling stock into my freight yards and 
close up my road." 


Upon the dee.sion of the employes as 
to whether this form of arbitration will 
be accepted depends the question of 
callinir a nation-wide railroad strike. 
If the proposal 
is refused 
the 
oniy 
chance of preventing a strike lies in an 
appeal to President Wilson to use his 
good offices in a last effort to bring the 
disputants together. 


Knapp Mak«» Announctment. 


Announcement of the failure of m«di- 
ation was made by Martin A. Knapp, a 
member of the mediation board, after a 
conference of the mediators with the 
brotherhood chiefs and delegates which 
laeted more than an hour. The precise 
terms of the new arbitration proposal 
were not made public, but the proposal 
is understood to involve an enlarge- 
ment of the arbitration board provided 
for under the Newlands act to twelve 
members. 
This scheme is said to be 
agreeable to the. railroad 
teanag«-«.

Johnstown, Pa., Aug. 12.—From ten 
to fifteen persons 
were 
killed

about forty others more or less in- 
jured at Echo, ten 
miles 
from here 
soon after 10 o'clock today in a street 
car wreck. 
The injured 
are being 
brought to Johnstown. 


The accident occurred on the South- 
ern Cambria Electric railroad which 
connects Johnstown with Ebensburg. 
the county seat, at the foot of the 
steep hill. 
One car had just turned 
a sharp curve when it was telescoped 
by another dashing down tho hill. The 
motorman had lost control and the • 
car running throug-h a switch had con- 
tinued at high speed, crashing 
into 
the car from Johnstown, which also 
was making fast time to reach tha 
switch. 
All the available doctors and 
nurses were hurried from Johnstown 
to the scene of the acciden:. 


The killed and injured were persons 
residing in the vicinity of the wreck who 
had just boarded a car for Woodland 
park, where they were to attend a re- 
union of the Ribblett and Dishong fam- 
ilies. Among the dead were Frank Ribb- 
lett, Coop«?rsville, Pa.; Joseph Ribblett, 
Johnstown, Pa., and David Dishong, of 
Coopersville, Pa. Members of these fam- 
ilies also were among the« injured. 
At 
the hospitals, where the injured wer« 
taken, it was said that a number would 
not survive. 


Eight of the injured died on their way 
to the hospitals here. Five of them w^er« 
identified.

There are hundreds of different ways 
In which 
suppressed 
desires 
break 
through into our conscious lives. 
We 
have seen that they break through in 
the form of dreams, and in the form 
of nervous symptoms of various kinds. 


But even more 
mysterious 
things 
sometimes occur. 
It may happen, for 
instance, that the desires and interests 
which one refuses to acknowledge are 
actually as large and strong a part of 
one's na.ture as the conscious person- 
ality. 


In that case these suppressed inter- 
ests build 
up another 
personality of 
their own 
in the 
unconscious mind, 
and 
that personality 
lives a 
life of 
imaginary experience 
or 
^"phantasy," 
as Freud calls it, down there in the un- 
conscious, which absorbs more of the 
life-energj- of the patient than his real 
experience in the external world. 


These phantasies gradually crowd up 
into his conscious mind, and begin to 
seem real, while the 
external 
world 
grows more and more unreal, and this 
gives rise to various kinds of insanity. 


Insane people are always fulfilling 
suppressed desires 
in an 
imaginary 
world, which lias grown to seem more 


real to them than 
the 
world which 
would not let them fulfill those desires. 


That 
is, 
in 
brief form, 
Sigmund 
Freud's explanation'of "functional in- 
sanity." 
(i. e., insanity which does not 
arise from an actual degeneration of 
the brain matter.) 


But sometimes it happens that this 
suppressed personality, instead of in- 
dulging in dreams, actually 
becomes 
strong enough to come out and 
take 
possession of a person's body, and drive 
out, lor a time, the personality 
that 
originally controlled it. 


This is what happened to a patient 
of Dr. Morton Prince in Boston, and 
the story of her disease of "alternating 
personality" and its cure is one of the 
most unique and amazing in the whole 
history of medicine. 


This patient had four different per- 
sonalities which would take possession 
of her body at different times. 
Two of 
these were more pronounced than the 
others, one 
being 
a 
devil-may-care 
tomboy and 
the other a \'ery pious, 
demure and saintly person. 
And these 
persons were separated from each other 
by a complete loss of memory. 
They 
did not know each other, except as they 
were told of each other by outsiders. 


And moreover, when they were told, 
they hated each other. 
The one w^^ho 
was vigorous and boyish would 
take 
enormous long walks, tiring her body 
all out, and then wihen she got as far 
away from home as possible, suddenly 
desert the body and leave it for the 
saintly, and rather frail one to bring 
home! 


The stor»- of this case of Miss Bea,u- 
champ and how Dr. Prince cured her 
by 
reconciling the 
conflicts 
between 
her personalities, and making a fully 
rounded character of her, is told by 
him in a book called "The Dissociation 
of a Personality." 


Dr. Prince is not a follower of Freud, 
but Freud has offered the true expla- 
nation of this celebrated case. 
It is 
merely an extreme case of the division 
between the conscious and the uncon- 
scious mind. 


It is one of the disastrous things that 
may happen when we conceal our own 
inward desires from ourselves and try

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Mr. Hanly's 
Speech 


Ex-Governor Hanly made a strong speech the other day in ac- 
cepting the prohibition nomination for the presidency. 
The speech 
was so far beyond others of its kind that it marked an event in the 
history of the party. The former governor does not take kindly to 
the prohibition plank declaring for the initiative, referendum and rc- 
eail and he didn't hesitate to say so. 


Referring to the paramount issue of the prohibition party, how- 
ever, Mr. Hanly said: 


"If power is given us, we will end this traffic—end it though 
Jt require the exercise of every atom of power vested in the govern- 
ment, or inherent in the people legislative enactments, administrative 
action, judicial decision and constitutional amendment—all shall be 
used for its dethronement. 


"To the support of this high empire, we ehallcuge the intellect, 
the heart and the conscience of the nation. If those Avho admit the 
righteousness of the thing we mean to do, and who desire the con- 
summation of the end we seek, Avill enlist and vote and stand with 
us, we will elect the ticket you have named and before the end of 
our first administration, render a service unmatched since the days 
of Abraham Lincoln and the abolition of human slavery." 


Newspapers throughout the entire country have been generous in 
their comments of Mr. Hanly's address—more generous than they 
usually are with a prohibition presidential candidate. It is generally 
conceded that his candidacy will attract more attention than those of 
his predecessors, and just what effect his campaign will have upon the 
two parties actually engaged in the fight for immediate national con- 
trol cannot be foretold. 


Ex-Governor Hanly is of presidential timber. 
He possesses a 
mind of remarkable vigor and grasp on fundamentals as was evi- 
denced in his speech of acceptance. His greatest fault, one that mani- 
iested itself during his administration as governor, is his extreme lack 
of consideration for the opinions and convictions of others. 
But 
there is no denying that he is a fighter. His sincerity cannot be ques- 
tioned. 


American shippers to Holland are bombarding the British gov- 
ernment with protests as the result of detention of cargoes consigned 
to the Netherlands Overseas trust, according to Friday's dispatches. 
The dispatches say that in the last two months between thirty-five and 
forty consignments to the Netherlands Overseas trust have been held 
up, some in bonded warehouses in Holland, awaiting action, while 
others have actually been placed in prize court. Such action is to be 
deplored, for it should be remembered that the United States is not 
the field on which Great Britain is at liberty to conduct it's war with 
Germany. 
We protested vigorously, it will be remembered, when 
Germany violated international laws and we should protest such as 
vigorously when England violates them. This is not England's first 
offense. 
The black-listing of several American firms is still fresh 
in our minds. 


Atinouncement was made Friday that President Wilson is con- 
templating a trip across the continent in the near future when he will 
answer some of the charges that have been uttered by Mr. Hughes, 
the republican nominee. We hardly believe such a trip is necessary 
so far as anything Mr. Hughes has said is concerned, but the people 
will be glad to see the president and hear what he has to say. He is 
the one man who can talk with full knoAvledge upon the affairs of 
the administration. While Mr, Hughes has taken the offensive pow- 
erfully, he has not clearly indicated the positive policies which he 
himself would pursue. 


Announcement is made.that there will be no special train to 
Woodburn on August 23 to hear James E. Watson.

Schrantz was brought to the county 
jail because it was feared that he had 
Ijeen the subject of violence and because 
he could give no definite answer to ques- 
tions. 
Neighbors do not think that the 
aged man is trying to shield somebody 
who may have made an attempt on his 
life as the result of a quarrel.

The plain band 
is a facing applied to the full length ging- 
ham skirt on the right side. It Is left 
unattached and Itself faced with checked 
gingham at each side to make the deep 
pockets which will he the Joy of the little 
girl's heart and will repay mother a thou- 
sand-fold for the slight extra trouble. As 
If suppaKIng these pockets, a bias band 
of the plain material is stitched to the 
frock only as far as the collar, where It Is 
left loose to slip suspender style over -the 
collar and keep it from blowing up un- 
comfortably 
In 
the 
wind. 
The 
collar 
which Is unusually deep, and the cuffs 
and inset vest or "shirt bosom" 
match 
t)ie bands of plain material.. The buttons 
0» the vest should be pearl ones, sewed on 
ta some attractive way with green thread. 


to add a trimming note. The best part 
about this frock, and most mothers will 
agree, is the pair of checked 
gingham 
bloomers which go with It and do away 
with 
the petticoat 
problem 
completely. 
F o r 
school wear the bloomers 
can 
be 
omitted, as the frock Is quite long enough 
without them. If you want to make this 
little "frock adaptable In view of the time 
when it will become too short, you might 
make a tuck in the gingham under the 
facing, and allow the facing Itself to run 
up for a corresponding distance on 
the 
wrong side of the frock. 


A plain little coat dress, which can be 
made as elaborate or as plain as 
one 
chooses, according to the materials select- 
ed, is a very practical affair. 
The deep 
yoke and panel front are cut in one on the 
left side, while the right side of the yoke 
folds over in a point and one buttonhole, 
so that the frock really slips on over the 
head. 
If easy Ironing is a consideration, 
the front may t)e opened to the side of 
the front panel and fastened with blind 
buttons 
and 
buttonholes. A 
suggestion 
for this frock might he worked out In blue 
linen with wide bias bands of white where 
th« panel and yoke Join the rest of the 
skint and as a finish to the shallow lay- 
down collar. The sleeve follows the cut 
of the yoke In the small point which folds 
ov^r and fastens with a 
corresponding 
<»utlon. Fine points may be added to this 
frock in a row of white featherstltching 
around tha hem of the skirt and iuat 


above the binding of the collar. 
Button- 
holes should be worked in white and th» 
buttons jthould be sewed on with blue. 
Use a four-holed pearl button, and let 
three stitches radiate from one hole to th» 
three others in a "crow's foot" effect. Or 
you may makii a square of the stitches 
around the four holes. It is Just such 
little touches as these that make the frock 
worth w^hlle. 


Either hand embroidery or embrolderivd 
flouncing 
has 
been 
suggested 
for 
tha 
dainty little dress-up frock. If you can 
find a deep-polntad flouncing In the shops 
with a narrower plain edged one to match 
for the yoke, this little dress will bo a 
f6ry simple affair. The wide skirt flounc- 
ing is further beautified with two rows ol 
very fine tucks, almost pin tucks. 
Then 
the flouncing is set on to a plain band of 
material to make It more durable. Yok« 
and sleeve are cut in one, klndono fashion 
If bought flouncing la used a piecing will 
have to be made to get the scallops of th4 
Bleevi» edge. 


For 
hand 
embroidery

beauUfully suited. While all-white is v e r j 
lovely for the ^ m a l l child, some color 
privileges are now allowed, so conslde« 
embroidering the frock In color and set- 
ting a colored band under th« scallop» 
The scallops could he In solid color and thi 
flowers Just outllntd with color after belnn 
ifllled In with v.-hlte cotton. The cap may 
be embroidered to match, or the bought 
flouncing 
could b* managed to glv« th« 
same effect.

portraits, 
autographs and manuscripts relating to 
William Penn and his descendants and 
tne early history of Pennsylvania, made 
an interesting sale at Christie's recently. 
They came from Pennsylvania 
Castle, 
Portland, which was built from designs 
by VVyatt, like the notorious maiisoleau 
at Stoke Park, for John Penn, M. P., 
grandson of William 
Penn, 
and 
after 
1887 was in the possession of Mr. J. Mer- 
rick Head, who died on March 10 of this 
year. 


John Penn's portrait was painted by 
Sir William Beechey and exhibited at the 
Royal Academy 
iti 1805. 
There 
was 
some keen competition, and it fell to the 
bid of Mr. Martin for the remarkably 
high price---considering its worth as a 
work of art—of $6,100. With the canvas 
went the naval presentation sword rep- 
resented in the portrait. Another portrait 
. of him catalogued as by Romney 
was 
bought by Mr. Knoedler for $G10. 


There were also two portraits 
by 
Highmore of William Penn's fvvo sons, 
who succeeded him as joint 
propri- 
etors of 
Pennsylvania—Thomas, 
the 
father of the J o h n already mentioned, 
and Richard. 
These also made very 


purchaser 
of 
both 
at 
$2,625 
and 
$2,205 respectively. 


Among the books, was 
a 
family 
bible with an inscription in William 
Penn's autograph on the fly leaf, the 
back of which had been used as a 
family register down 
to 1764. 
For 
this Mr. Maggs paid ,$595. 


Showing the association values at- 
tached to the contents of the collec- 
tion were the prices made 
for 
two 
"treaty belts," presented 
to William 
Penn by the Indians, presumably the 
Lennt l^enape Indians, under the elm 
tree at Shakmaxon, the treaty 
with 
whom Voltaire erroneously 
described 
as "the only league of the kind which 
was not sworn to 
or 
broken, 
who 
thereby pledged themselves to live in 
love with William Penn and his chil- 
dren as long as the sun and 
moon 
should endure." 


The belts, of which there were orig- 
inally three, one having been present- 
ed by Penn's great grandson 
to 
the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, are 
each composed of strings of w a m p u m , 
the 
designs—crosses 
or 
diagrams 


fashioned by white and violet colored 
clam or mussel shells.

these belts Mr. Sabin gave $350, and

A POÜLHIY KEEftR 


Fort Wayne Woman Writes 
Interesting Story of Her 
Experiences. 


(By Laura L. Thrash, Fort Wayne, in 
American Poultry Journal.) 
In the year 1900 I spent my 
sum- 
mer vacation with a frirl friend on a 
beautiful farm in central Illinois. 
My 
first morning there I was invited to the 
poultry house and stationed myself near 
the entrance when the door was thrown 
open. 
In about a minute, to my way 
of thinking, my eyes fell upon the most 
attractive flock of poultry in the whole 
t'nited States—namely, a flock of Black 
Langshans. 


As they came 
forth 
in 
groups of 
threes, fives, tens 
and dozens, I 
at- 
tempted to count them, but the beauty 
of the flock so bewitched me that I lost 
track with the number seventy-three in 
mind. 
I^ater I was informed that the 
double house contained over three hun- 
dred beautiful birds all alike. 
Suffice it 
to say they impressed me so favorably 
as to determine the bent of my future 
career. 
Honest, I went so far as to 
say that the man I married must have 
a farm and sufficient cash to set up in 
the poultry business with the best Black 
Langshans to be had. 
To me, seeing 
was in truth believing and when mj"^ 
eyes fell upon those evenly typed birds 
Í was convinced 
that 
they were the 
most beautiful sight T had ever seen— 
even though I had attended world fairs. 


To begin wjtli the surroundings were 
ideal and their range wa£ in a pen or 
field of ten acres, this fact enabled the 
birds to promenade, doing 
themselves 
justice in making their 
debut 
before 
company. 
I remember I remarked as 
the husky, proud cocks would step higii 
and carry themselves sco far above the 
average c'licken, that they reminded me 
of living models displaying the fashion 
in the large cities. 
It appealed to me

However, dnn't be surprised when T in

I got my husband from this farm and 
also a start 
in pure-bred 
Langshans 
fifty in number. 
The girl friend is now 
my sister-in-iaw and as yet the sam» 
pood friends. 
I'p until the time of m_y 
marriage, I lived in the city, now I am 
a regular 
"hay 
seed" 
farniv^r 
:nid 
Black Langshan fancier for the foHov.'- 
ing reasons: 


First, their beauty as described, with 
a rich greenish, glossy black 
plumage, 
heavy 
toe 
feathering, and , vigorously 
built. 
Hens 
ordinarily 
weigh 
six 
to 
seven 
pounds and I 
have about 
one 
dozen in stock, age two years in April, 
that weigh nine and ten pounds each 
Their frame is large and can stand the 
extra sur|)hi.s. 
Cocks weigh fi'oni nine, 
to ten pounds each. 
This is much to 
consider in selecting a favorite breed. 


Another very important noint to con 
sider is the disposition. 
Do you fancy 
a chicken that picks and flies all to 
pieces like the true .idage, ".an old sit- 
ting hen?" 
The truth of the 
matter 
is I am afraid of them. 
It is a settled 
fact that 
Black Langshans have them 
all beat in this way; they make ido:il 
mothers. 
I simply take any old 
hen 
off her nest 
and 
place her 
carole?sly 
outside the nest until I have it ready, 
pick her up, set her on the eggs and 
she is ready for business. 


Don't 
think because thpy 
are 
largo 
they break eggs. 
I dare say a Lang- 
shan 
will break 
less 
eggs 
tiian 
the 
"rtuily ruffl'j" kind, simply because tlicy 
are more refin-id and arc careful get- 
ting on and off fheir nests and do not 
become excited wi-.en 
yon look under 
them. 


Take the wild bin 
Even though slio 
is light, wiion y")ii go near her away 
goes two or thrc-» eggs. 1 hav- witnessed 
this sccne in visiting other yard.s. 
An- 
other thing in tholr favor is the Black 
Langshan motheri aren't inclined to be 
ill-favored 
when 
other

weeks older or younger happen to gji; 
in her coop. 
Instead, 
she will 
treat 
them equal to her own, what I call a 
real mother. 
So you shouldn't 
worrv

Now to give them credit 
for their 
disposition, they ar^ i<ot lo^tnictivj, and

Their

had flower beds near them with only a 
two foot fence, I can say up to date, a 
Langshan has not caused any 
trouble, 
even though the legs of the giant cocks 
seem long enough to step over Avithout 
nuich exertion. 
Why? 
Because 
they 
are 
contented, 
which 
is their 
nature. 
Vou must agree it is more than they 
could say of us at times. 
Another rta- 
son I prize them so highly, is the combs 
of 
the 
hens are large enough to 
be 
pretfy, and at the same time ar«.» not 
prominent. 
When combs are large they 
get frosted quite earl3' during the severe 
cold snaps. 


The cockerels' combs are quite largo. 
However, in most varieties the combs 01 
cockerels are prominent, and in many 
varieties the combs of the hens run tho 
same size in proportion as that of the 
male birds, so a small comb on th(r 
T/angshan 
sets them 
ahead 
one 
more 
point to my way of thinking. 


Another beauty of this variety is — 
they are all pals. 
They are inclined to 
mate up in large groups, making it a 
pleasure to cull out a roast, or to driv.-i 
them into their house. 
They all agree 
to the decision of their husky leaders, 
even though it means the pot for them. 
And when it comes to eating them, no 
other fowl can eclipse them. 


If you care to enter tlie show busi- 
ness you sure have a "walk away," pro- 
viding you have pure-bred 
Langshan.-? 
Carefully select the birds for quality, 
and type evenly, and general 
appear- 
ance. 
They 
make a very 
attractive 
sight 
when 
on exhibition 
in a 
show 
room. 
Try and see for yourself. 
I 
scoring they have advantage over othe 
poultry in this Avay; the plumage of 
Black 
Langshan 
is oven and 
tr\ie 
color, while many others are hard 
to 
mate, particularly 
when 
it 
comes 
to 
marks and trueness of color. 
Even in 
a white variety this trouble is found. It 
is the ambition of every true fancier 
to develop the best strains of his fav 
orite bird, or to 
produce 
a bird 
far 
superior to anything .so far shown. This 
is hard to do when you start with oni 
strain and then jump to another. 
For 
instance, you may have gotten your in 
formation from one breeder, and aft 
a course of time decide to introduce new 
blood in your flock; by so doing yxi 
go to another breeder with an entirely 
different strain. 
It's a mistake. 
Don't 
do it. 
First study the difl'erent varietie.s 
and visit the yards, as I did when a 
girl, 
and 
before deciding, 
make 
sure 
yQur choice over all: then having se 
lected a strain, it is tlie wisest to stay 
with that and to improve it to the best 
of your ability. 


It truly behooves us to be careful and 
exact in our selectiion of the offspring, 
and to keep an accurate record of all 
the matintrs until such time as we shal/ 
have established for ourselves a strain 
that will stand forever. 


It took me some years to learn. 
As 
a rule true fanciers and breeders are 
often the "small breeders," and they are 
comparatively 
unknown 
in the 
show 
room. 
Nevertheless, too often Ave small 
fish in the poultry game decide we have 
no chance, but to my Avay of thinking 
Ave small breeders have the advantage 
if Ave but knew it. 
A truthful poultry fancier T am per-

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HOW TO CURE 
FRECKLES 


BY LUCILLE DAXJDET. 
ERY often the girl between four- 
I r a 
teen and seventeen or eighteen 
ikHH 
years of age Is much annoyed 
at having 
her face 
covered 
with freckles. This is quite usual in 
boys 
and girls 
in early 
youth and 
should not be any cause for anxiety or 
worry. 
The 
girl 
with a fair com- 
plexion is the particular victim of the 
freckle complaint, for the sun often 
affects light skin in this way instead 
of 
tanning it, 
as it does to darker 
skins. 


Just why these light brown marks 
of health should be so scorned 5s an 
open 
question, as they 
arc usually 
more becoming than not. But the fact 
remains that 
most girls look 
upon 
freckles as the 
greatest bar between 
them and good looks. In their anxiety 
to rid themselves 
of 
these 
brown 
"beauty marks" they go to the most 
ridiculous 
and often 
dangerous ex- 
tremes—dangerous 
indeed in 
many 
cases, for scores of lovely skins have 
been ruined 
by the 
use of so-called 
freckle removers. These patent medi- 
cines are almost always harmful. 


the girl who thinks she is af- 
flicted by freckles will only give her- 
•eU a few years they 
will probably 
wear away. In most 
cases freckles 
fade away entirely after the eighteenth 
year. But if she is too impatient to 
wait she should at least have sufficient 
common sense to use home-made and 
not patent remedies. A great many of 
the patent removers of freckles con- 
tain either bismuth, which is apt to 
blacken the skin, or mercury or lead, 
which are active mineral poisons. 


A few home-made 
remedies 
for 
freckles are given below, but it must 
be remembered 
that 
anything which 
will remove freckles must necessarily 
be of an acid and astringent nature, 
and too frequent usage may result in 
later life in sallowness and wrinkles, 
which are much worse than freckles. 


The juice of a lemon squeezed into 
half a glass of water applied two or 
three times a day will fade the freckles 
eWay. 


A fresh 
horseradish 
root, grated 
very fine, should be covered with fresh 
buttermilk and allowed to stand over 
night. 
The next morning this should 
be strained through a fine cheesecloth 
and the face should be washed in the 
resulting liquid night and morning. 


Another preparation can be made 
from two ounces of lemon juice, one 
dram of confestioner's sugar and half 
a dram 
of powdered 
borax. 
These 
should be mixed and allowed to stand 
for four or five days, being well shaken 
every once in a while. 
Then apply 
with a camel's hair brush two or three 
times a day.

If everyone would drink as much pure 
water 
as they 
ought and breathe

Air is the first necessity of life. 
It 
is more important than good food—it 
is even more important than water. We 
can live days without food, a consider- 
able time without water, but we cannot 
do without air mòre than a few min- 
utes. 


Air that is good for breathing pur- 
poses should be fresh, cool, have motion 
and the 
proper 
degree 
of humidity. 
Drafts signify danger to most people. 
Yet a gentle draft is one of man's best 
friend.s. 


Colds do not come from drafts. They 
are various forms of catarrhal disease 
and are caused by germs. Of course too 
strong a draft will chill .some portion 
of the body eo much as to lower it's 
resistance to these germs, but as a gen- 
eral rule 
air 
currents do more good 
than harm. 


The proper way to get good ventila- 
tion in a house is to have a cross-cur- 
rent of air. 
To do this you must have 
an entrance for fresh air and an open 
window or door on the opposite side of 
the room for the used air to go out by. 


When this is not practical circulation 
of air can be secured by having a win- 
dow open both top and bottom. 


Stagnant air is almost as bad as no 
air at all.

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CITIES AND THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC.

Copyright 1916 by J. W. Van DeVcnter. 
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According to a recent bulletin of thé 
Bureau of Census, entitled "General Sta- 
tistics of Cities: 1915." prohibition pre- 
vailed in 35 of the 204 cities of 30,000 
population and over during the period 
covered by the report. 


In 17 of these cities the liquor traffic 
was prohibited by state law, while in 
15 the prohibition was municipal. Coun- 
ty prohibition prevailed in two Michigan 
and one Ix>uisiana city. 
Partial prohi- 
bition was in effect in eight cities. Four 
cities of more than 100,000 population, 
.Atlanta, Memphis, Nashville and Cam- 
bridge, were under prohibition. 


In addition to the cities listed by the 
Bureau of the Census, 25 of 30,000 or 
more population have since become dr^'. 


It is also of interest that in 160 of 
167 cities reporting, 
saloons must 
be 
closed on Sundays.

Expert CARPENTER 
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The Hog Can Be Made 
a Paying Animal 


Disacrf snatages of Low Market Prices 
May Be Overcome by Timely 
Breeding and Good Care. 


The hog should be a profitable ani- 
mal. He requires-less labor, less equip- 
ment. less capita], makes g^reater gains 
on 100 pounds of concentrates, repro- 
duces himself faster and in greater 
numbers, and returns the money faster 
than any other farm animal. The fact, 
remains, however, that prices paid for 
hogs during recent months have been 
low and 
discouraging. 
In 
spite 
of 
these prices the animal that possesses

the above advantages can 
still lift 
mortgages for his owner if the latter 
will study and apply some of the fun- 
damental 
principles 
underlying 
the 
business. 


On the average farm there should 
be radical improvement in breeding 
and the care of details during farrow- 
ing, weaning, etc. 
There are many 
complc-ints 
throughout 
the 
country 
either of small lit ';r.s or else a great 
mortality In pigs. By keeping the pro- 
duction records of sows and selecting 
from those thai produce and 
raise 
larg-« p.verage litters a breeder 
can 
raise to its most eiHcient point the size 
of his litters. 
This probably runs be- 
tween seven and eight to the litter. 
The hog raiser 
can prevent 
losses, 
other than those caused by disease, 
by providing proper shelter for the 
sow at farrowing time. 
In the South 
this shelter can be constructed very 
cheaply, and even In the North it can 
be provided in most cases at a moder- 
ate co.st. 
The farmer should always 
be present 
at 
farrowing 
time, 
but 
should not interfere with the sow un- 
less necessity calls for his assistance. 
The raiser should always cultivate the 
confidence of his animals by quiet and 
humane handling; this care and atten- 
tion in times of necessity will pay big 
reliirns. 


The best fnformation on the feeds 
available in the farmers' locality can 
be readily and accurately given by his 
State experiment station. 
Pigs make 
the best use of concentrates. 
These 
can be fed in a self-feeder and can be 
Bupplementcd 
by various 
slaughter- 
house, bakery, or table by-products, 
etc. A by-product 
to be 
economical 
should be fairly concentrated, should 
be moderate in price per 100 pounds 
of nutrients, and should be fresh and 
free from taint. 
During the winter, 
leguminous hays fed in addition to the 
concentrate help reduce the cost of 
production 
In the summer, 
pasture 
crops such as rape, alfalfa, . ir clover, 
crimson clover, rye, etc., make very 
economical and efficient supplements 
for hog feeding. 
]n practically every 
farming district in the United States 
cheap and efRcient forage and grain 
crops are available for hog production. 
These should be diligently studied by 
the farmer, with -he aid of the State 
and Federal forces, and used in the 
most profitable manner. 


The self-feeder is greatly reducing 
the labor cost in hog production, and 
the principles governing its use should 
become a part of every hog grower's 
equipment. 
It is especially useful in 
feeding 
growing. 
fattening 
stock, 
which is the largest part of hog pro- 
duction on most farms. 


FIRST COUSINS IN THE V E G E T A B L E KINGDOM 


Cabbage and Cauliflower Are Both Money Makers, But Neither Vegetable Resembles Topsy in That It Grows Without Any Attention—No Vegetables 
Will Respond More Quickly to Good Culture and Rich Soil, and None Will Prove Such Utter Failures When Neglected. 


I have seen a good many farmers 
grow cabbages on a more or less large 
sca^'i; but with the exception of most 
of those who were really commercial 
market-gardeners, they made a failure 
of the venture. 
This is true in spite 
of the fact that in many respects the 
cabbage-plant will endure more neg- 
lect and insults than other 
market- 
garden plants. 
Ignorance of the Im- 
portant points regarding the cabbage, 
alone. Is responsible for most of the 
failures. 


Many farms which now raise con- 
siderable tobacco as a side-line may 
profitably be changed over to 
cab- 
bages, to give the soil a variety, if the 
owner will make up his mind to give 
the humbler plant the same care and 
attention he paid to his tobacco. 
This 
holds especially true in the vicinity of 
large market-centers. 


At the very outset. It is necesary to 
know 
something 
about 
the 
habits 
of the cabbage before planning any 
considerable acreage. 
It is essentially 
a gross feeder, requiring not only a 
great abundance of the ordinary soil- 
fertility 
elements, 
but 
also 
great 
amounts of water alwaj's at 
hand. 
One hundred tons of stable-manure is 
none too much for an acre of average 
land. 
But this fertility must be evenly 
distributed 
over 
the 
l^-nd and 
the 
water must not make the soil wet and 
soggy; it must be well drained. 
Cab- 
bage will withstand great degrees of 
cold, as low as 20 'egrees above zero, 
but it will not endure proti-acted ex- 
posure to dry air and a hot sun. 


Any kind of moderately heavy soil, 
easily workable and ric^i in lime, may 
pro-e available for cabbage. 
But it 
is always well to bear in mind that 
local conditio- 
will render any state- 
n ent of this sort only general, as in 
some sections one kind of soil may not 
be as good as another kind in a differ- 
ent locality. 
Local conditions also in- 
ilueiiv^e the other factors to a greater 
or lesser 
extent. 
Market-gardeners 
resort to all sorts of rotations and 


practices in order to get the maximum 
yields from a small tract of land, but 
the general farmer will probably not 
care to practise any of the intensive- 
culture methods. 


Thus, such a rotation as oats, wheat, 
clover, corn and cabbage may be very 
convenient, this rotation being capable 
of 
modifications 
to 
suit 
individual 
needs and prefv -ences. 
For the early 
varieties of cabbage the land should be 
plowed in fall or as early in spring as 
possible; for the later varieties it is 
time enough to plow in June. 
The 
land should be stirred deeply during 
and after plowing, every care being 
taken to reduce it to its finest possible 
tilth and to cover it with a splendid 
dust-mulch 
for the conservation 
of 
moisture. 
Not infrequently the best 
cultivation is done before ever a plant 
Is set. 


The first big mistake made by the 
farmer is in the selection of plants for 
transplanting. 
Often 
I 
have 
seen 
them grow little spindly affairs in old 
jars located near the window by a 
stove, and expect that these hothouse 
plants would develop into lusty cab- 
bages. 
That crop is foredoomed to 
failui'e; it never had a chance. 
These 
first seed-beds must be located where 
the light and air can get at them, and 
perhaps even a light frost. 
Then the 
plants will be hardy and thrifty, full 
of vigor to grow into splendid heads. 
In about fifteen days they may be re- 
set into heavier SJII than the original 
seed-bed or box, the process of hard- 
ening being, continued. 


The second big mistake is made in 
tlie transplanting Itself; in fact, more 
plants are ruined by this process than 
by any other means. 
Doubling back 
of the roots is what causes most of the 
the transplanting woe, the 
machine 
employed often proving incompetent 
or the help careless. 
Cabbage-growers 
are 
practically 
unanimous 
on 
this 
point: 
The roots must be interfered 
with just as little as possible, and must 
not be cut or pruned. 
Again, 
the 
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plants, after being removed from the 
seed-bed should not lie exposed to sun 
very long before planting. 
A dai-k, 
cloudy day is best for this operation. 
A great many men believe that there 
is no better time than after a heavy 
rain, when the soil is well soaked, 
but this lias serious disadvantages. 
It 
is far better to plant immediately be- 
fore a heavy rain. 


As it is practically impossible, how- 
e^ver, to predict rains accurately, cab- 
bage should be planted so soon as they 
and the soil are ready. 
Some growers 
like to wait for favorable conditions, 
but this does not always prove a bene- 
fit in the end. Up to the time of plant- 
ing, the soil had been worked deeply; 
now shallow tillage only must be the 
rule, so as not to interfere with the 
root-development of the plant. 
Any 
sort of horse-cultivator may be lised 
until the leaves spread so much that 
further tillage Is impossible. 
Where 
the average is not too great, and help 
is abundant, hoeing is also valuable. 


Most farmers prefer to sell their 
cabbage direct from the field, prefer- 
ring that the dealers stand the risk of 
storage; this is probably the better 
plan. 
Where it is desired to store cab- 
bage for home use, or even for sale 
later, one of the many plans in use Is 
that of trenching . 
A shallow trench 
is dug and the cabbage laid in it head 
down, 
and 
then 
covere^i with 
soil. 
Straw, litter, and manure is placed 
over this to prevent deep freezing. 
Storing in a warm, damp cellar ruins 
the flavor of cabbage. 


Space forbids my going Into details 
regarding varieties, as there are many 
suitable ones. 
Local conditions are 
probably the deciding factors. 
For 
instance, some markets demand one 
variety, while In other localities cer- 
tain varieties will not thrive. 
A study 
of 
the 
seed-catalogues 
and 
of 
the 
home market 
is the best 
criterion. 
Again, I may not deal at length with 
cabbage-pests 
like the 
root-maggot. 


club-root, and cut-worm. 
Where the 
land has not been cropped to cabbage 
before, and common-sense methods of 
tillage are employed, pesta are 
not 
likely to prove 
troublesome 
except 
in particularly unfavorable 
seasons. 
There again, local conditions prevent 
the detailing of any specific preventa- 
tive or curative measure. 


I wish to state that there Js a grow- 
ing tendency in seme sections to dis- 
card the system of transplanting la^e 
cabbages, in favor of planting the seed 
directly in the field. This has proven 
especially successful in the New Eng- 
land States. 
However, for the farmer 
who merely raises a few acres as a 
side- line the old way is probably the 
safer; he had better let the commer- 
cial men experiment a little more be- 
fore he gets out of the safe and sane 
beaten paths. 


Cauliflower a Fastidious Vegetable. 
Cauliflower is a paying crop, 
as 
there is always a good demand for it 
in large cities, and It produces a tre- 
mendous amount of salable vegetable. 


Cauliflower does better at low alti- 
tudes, where the air is moist and the 
nights cool. 
Long Island is by far the 
largest producing district in the coun- 
try, and the climate and soil-condi- 
tions there are almost Ideal. Although 
the farmers of Long Island have been 
raising cauliflower for more than fifty 
years to supply the New York market, 
Mr. M. B. Fullerton, Superintendent of 
the 
Long 
Island 
Experiment-Farm, 
has shown them how to develop this 
vegetable to a high state of perfection, 
and increase the yield tremendously. 


Cauliflower is grown In a great vari- 
ety of soils, but there Is no doubt about 
the fairly heavy clay loams with gra- 
velly subsoils furnishing the best con- 
ditions. 
The soil should be cool and 
moist, and 
these conditions do not 
generally prevail in sandy soils. 
Irri- 
gation Is especially important for in- 
land locations. 


It is probably never desirable 
to 
apply fresh stable-manures for cauli- 


flo^ver, but rotten manure should be 
used with freedom. 
The mineral ele- 
ments should also be employed, but 
nitrogen should not be used too lav- 
ishly, as there may be an 
exces- 
sive growth 
of leaves without 
the 
proper head formation. 


Although a number of early varie- 
ties are advertised by seedmen, not 
more than two or three are worthy of 
attention. 
Snowball and Dwarf Erfurt 
are the leading early varieties. 


Snowstorm is also a popular early 
variety, especially for forcing. 
Sea- 
foam is one of the best late varieties. 
It Is probably also sold as Dry Weather 
Cauliflower. 
There 
is 
no 
question 
about Its being an unusually successful 
variety for inland sections. 


Too 
much 
emphasis 
cannot 
be 
placed upon the Importance of buying 
the very best seed. 
Much spurious 
seed is on the market, and may be had 
at low prices. 
It pays to buy the best 
however, although it may cost $5 or 
more per ounce. 


Great difHculty Is often experienced 
in raising early cauliflower-plants. 
I 
do not know of any vegetable plant 
which is so likely to damp off in the 
seed-bed or after transplanting. Spe- 
cial precaution must be taken to guard 
against 
this 
loss. 
Soil-sterilization 
may prevent the disease, but perfect 
cultural conditions are the only cer- 
tain preventive measures. 
It is not 
easy to decide just when the plants 
should be watered, or the house or 
frame ventilated. 


Unchecked plants, or plants which 
are making an entirely normal growth 
probably seldom damp off. 
The gen- 
eral method of handling the plants is 
the same as for cabbage, 
although 
some 
growers 
prefer 
to 
transplant 
twice before setting in the 
field. 
In 
Philadelphia 
County, 
most 
of 
the 
plants are started in the fall, and win- 
tered In cold frames. The plan is very 
successful. 
Late 
plants 
are 
grown 
from seed sown In the ORen ground, 
sowing at the same time as for the 
late cabbage.

The Light Brahma Is Uie oldest and- 
perhaps the best known and most pop« 
ular of the feathered-legged chlckentk 
Siza Is the quality that recommend«' 
the Light Brahma. 
Where large and 
slowly maturing fowls are desiredj^ th« 
Light Brahma has r^o superior, but th« 
slowness of maturity Is very obectlon- - 
able in the pullets, which, together

with the fact that they are not very 
heavy layers when matured, practi- 
cally bars this breed where egg pro- 
duction is the chief item. 


There is no other breed of fowls that 
has the stately appearance possessed 
by the Brahma. 
These fowls are close 
feathered like the Langshans. but ara 
larger and not so long legged. 
They 
are not as heavily feathered as the 
Cochins. 
They are very graceful in 
appearance and carry themselves In a 
stately manner. 
The back on both 
male and 
female is very long and 
broad. 
There should be a slight rise 
of the back with a bread sweep at the 
base of the tail. 
The birds should be 
erect and well placed on their legs. 
.\bundant toe feathers Is also a very 
lesirable feature. 


Taking the American Standard of 
Perfection as a guide, the following 
are the special qualifications and dls- 
luallfications of the Light 
Brahma 
fowls, when being Judged according to 
the Standard of Perfection. 


Special disqualifications are: 
Cocks 
over three pounds, cockerels over two 
and a half pounds, hens and pulleta 
over two pounds less than 
standard 
weight. 
Vulture hocks also disqualify. 
Solid black feathers on the back; black 
^pots in the web of feathers in the 
back, except stripes in the saddle on 
the males and at the base of the neck: 
)r shanks other than yellow should 
ilsqualify Light Brahmas. 


The neck plumage should be white. 
The hackle should be white, the web 
of the feathers should have a solid 
greenish black strip extending down 
the middle of each feather, running 
•jarallel with the edge of the feather 
and tapering to a point near the end. 
The under-color should be either white, 
bluisii white or slate.

Lhe wing bows should be white except 
near the front.

GUARDING AGAINST "WHITE ANTS"

CO-OPERATION. 


Co-operation 
has proved 
a 
great 
boon to thou.'-anfls of farmers in many 
states. 
We are often told that farm- 
ers won't work together because each 
one is so lirmly wedded to the idea of 
doing things his own way. 
It is true 
that men in the country are compelled 
to think for themselves and work out 
p'ans which are different from those 
used by others, but when it becomes 
neces.sary for them to work together 
they can do so very effectively. 


DOV^*? ECONOMIZE ON EYESIGHT. 


Th# light question on a farm is a 
mucK. discussed one. 
One means, at 
very moderate cost, of securing a bril- 
liant light, is to have the old lamps 
fitted with mantle burner.s. 
By using 
K. «íolJar. most anr %',zed lamp may be 
used. 
So equipped, the amount of oil 
burned is much less than by common 
Wick, and the light Is much brighter, 
mnd yet not harmful to the eyes. 
With 
care the mantle will last a long time. 


Termites, or "white ants," are fre- 
quently the cause of serious damage 
to build'ings and occasionall.- to trees 
and crops. 
They are not really ants 
but owe their name to their appear- 
ance v.'hich, except in coloi", superfi- 
cially resembles that of ants. 
Like 
ant.s. too. they live in large colonies 
usually located in dead trees, in the 
foundation 
timbers 
of 
buildings, in 
wood 
that 
is in contact 
with 
the 
ground, or in underground passages in 
the earth. 


In the eastern and southern por- 
tions of the country, damage from 
! these insects to foundation 
timbers, 
flooring in basements, and other wood- 
work is common and sometimes ser- 
ious. 
It is only occassionally, how- 
ever, that living vegetation Is attacked 
and 
then 
principally 
on 
recently 
cleared land where there is much de- 
caying wood and humus in the soil. 
An infestation of corn in the prairie 
region of Kansas is reported to have 
been duo to the presence of enormous 
numbers of the insects In the heavily 
sodded soil. 


The damage that 
termites do to 
buildings Is more important. 


Many of the buildings in New Or- 
leans recently demolished by a hurri- 
cane were found to have been mined 
by insects, probably by termites, and 
thus seriously weakened. 
The 
ter- 
mites frequently honeycomb 
beams, 
flooring, 
walls and other woodwork, 
even as high up a.s the second and 
third floors of buildings. 
They obtain 
an entrance throug^h underground pas- 
.sages, 
extending 
their 
subterranean 


galleries for comparatively long dls- 
j tances. 
Frequently the damage is-not 
I discovered until the floors have settled 
I or the joists collapsed. 
In such cases, 
extensive repairs and the removal of 
the damaged timber are often neces- 
sary. 
All wooden farm buildlng.s are 
; liable to Infestation as. in fact, is any 
timber that comes In contact with the 
ground. 
Bridges, telephone and tele- 
graph poles, hop and bean poles, mine

Just to show the difference between 
an average crop and what may be 
grown under lnten.slve methods, it is 
Bta'ftd that the average crop of strav- 
berries Is 1,700 quarts to the acre, 
while the maximum record of produc- 
tion is 16,000 quarts.

props, 
fences, 
woodwork 
in 
wells, 
\i'00den silos, 
:,cehives, and 
lumber 
piled on the ground have all been ser- 
iously damaged in this way. 


Once they have gained entrance to a 
building, the termites frequently prove 
very destructive to many Itinds of ma- 
terial stored in it. 
In houses they de- 
stroy furniture, wall paper, books, fa- 
brics, clothing, shoes, leather goods, 
and food that is stored in dark, damp 
basements. 


To prevent their attacks, the foun- 
dations of buildings and the basement 
floor should be made entirely of brick, 
stone, or concrete, and no woodwork 
should be in cont.- -t with the ground. 
This precaution is recommended par- 
ticularly 
for 
the 
Southern 
States. 
Beams or joists should not be Im- 
bedded in concrete, as a crack will 
provide a means of ingress for the in- 
sects. 
Books, documents, and other 
material susceptible to attack should 
not be stored in unventilated 
rooms 
where 
they 
may 
become 
moist 
or 
moldy. 
When a building has already 
become 
infested, 
'.he only 
effective 
remedy is to tear out that part which 
harbors the insect and to rebuild it 
in, such a way as to prevent future 
Invasions, 1. e., by substituting rock 
foundations or foimdation timbers im- 
pregnated with coal-tar creosotes. 


Certain wood*, however, are known 
to be resistant to termites. Black wal- 
nut 
and 
persimmon, 
for 
instance, 
among the cabinet woods, have this 
quálity and several of the cedars and 
the southern bald cypress are 
both 
resistant and durable in contact with 
the ground. 
In other \yords resist- 
ance for varying periods! depending 
upon the method of treatment, may 
be obtained by the use of chemical 
preservatives, 
the 
most 
effective of 
which are coal-tar creosotes. 


TREATMENT OF THE WORK TEAMS 


Colic is Sometimes Caused By the Hot, Tired Work Horses Eating Too 
Too Much Green Grass. 


"When a farm horse is working hard 
it does not pay to let him eat grass 
when it is green. The horse deserves 
and should have a good roll on grass 
or ptowed land each time the harness 
is removed, as th- t is a lu.Kury and 
helpful to the animal. 


But he will thrive, work better and 
remain healthier and more enduring 
if fed "hard feed" during the busy 
season.

A Well Cared for Team. 


The soft, washy, green grass is-pal- 
atable of course, but it makes the 
horse soft and flabby, keeps the bowels 
too loose and is apt to Induce colic. 


If the horse has no work to do he 
may go on pasture right along and 
have little grain, and when his work is 
done In late summer he may enjoy the . 
fall 'pasture made green again by rains. 
The pasture also is a. good place for 


the brood mare, as It promotes flow 
pf milk. 
' Severe attacks of colic often are 
caused by allowing the hot, tired horse 
to eat grass at the roadside when he 
has made a long trip to town. 


The trouble, too. Is prone to come 
on when horses are suddenly fed new 
hay or new oats. 
Both new hay and 
new oats should be fed in small quan- 
tities gradually at first, and along with 
old hay and oats until the horses be- 
come accustomed to the change. 


Either the new feed is so palatable 
that the horse eats too much of it, or 
It contains some ferment that sets up 
indigestion and formation of gas. 


Water very seldom causes colic. Ma- 
ture intends horses to have all of it 
they want, at any and all times, and so 
provided It does no harm: we may 
cause trouble by withholding drinking- 
water for long periods of time a. d 
then forcing the hot, tired horse to 
drink too much of It at noon and 
especially just after eating grain. 


Allow the work horse adequate sup- 
plies of cool, pure water often when 
he Is at work j»nd he never will take 
too much of It or suffer 111 effects from 
drinking. 
Indeed the water so given 
will be likely to prevent sickness and 
always is appreciated and beneficial. 


In addition to making changes of 
food gradually It also is well to ve.-y 
gradually increase the amount of food. 
Allow free access to rock salt. 


If an attack of colic comes on, the 
following mixture, given as one dose, 
usually will be found effectual: 


Turpentine, one ounce; fluid extract 
of Cannabis Indica, one-half 
ounce: 
raw llnseed-oil, one pint. 
Repeat in 
half to one hour if found necessary.

Some one has said that It Is hard to 
distinguish 
between 
poison ivy 
and 
Virginia creeper. 


It Is the easiest thing in the world 
to do this. 
Foison ivy has a three- 
parted 
leaf. Ampélopsis or Virginia 
creeper a five-parted leaf. 
The latter 
is of rampant climbing habit. 


The ivy seldom grows to a greater 
height than three feet. 
It may over- 
run an old stumr>, or a heap of stones, 
and have the appearance of being a 
vine, but a close examination 
will 
show you that It does not really climb. 


It generally makes a bushy growth, 
sending up a mass of slender stems 
from its spreading roots, and covering 
a considerable amount of space. 


If one studies the structure of the 
peculiarities of the two plants, it w^ill 
be Impossible to mistake one for the 
other. 


Some persons complain that they 
find It dlfllcult to exterminate polsoa 
ivy. They mow it down, and In a little 
while it sprouts, and before long there 
Is more of It than ever. 


It cannot be killed by simply mow- 
ing It. 
But If, after moving It, tha 
ground in which It grows is sprinkled 
with kerosene, and burnt over it is not 
a difficult thing to kllMt. All the root« 
may not be killed with one application, 
however. 


If some of them send up sprouts, cut 
thtse off close to the ground, and pour 
kerosene over the stub and about it 
enough to saturate the soil well. This 
will 
generally 
put 
an 
end 
to 
tha 
nuisance. 


VOCATION OP FARM liADS. 


It is not to be expected that every 
person reared on a farm will desira 
to follow farming as a life work, 
nor is It necessarily desirable that they 
should do HO. Many of the boys will 
feel a calling to one or another of tha 
professions, and it is probable that it 
allowed to follow their bent they will 
be far more successful and contantad 
than if overpersuaded to stay with th» 
farm.

as Freud calls it, down there in the un- 
conscious, which absorbs more of the 
life-energy of the patient than his real 
experience in the external world. 


These phantasies gradually crowd up 


into his conscious mind, and begin to 
seem real, while the 
external 
world 


grows more and more unreal, and this 
gives rise to various kinds of insanity. 


Insane people are always 
fulfilling 


suppressed desires 
in an 
irnaginary 


world, which has grown to seem more 


real to them than 
the 
world which 


vould not let them fulfill those desires. 


That is, 
in 
brief form, Sigmund 


Freud's explanation of "functional in- 
sanity." (i. e., insanity which does not 
irisc from an actual degeneration of 
the brain matter.) 


But sometimes it happens that this 


suppressed personality, instead of in- 
dulging In dreams, actually becomes 
strong enough to come out and take 
possession of a person's body, and drive, 
out, 
for a time, the personality that 


originally controlled it. 


This is what happened to a patient 


of Dr. Morton Prince in Boston, and 
the story of her disease of "alternating 
personality" and its cure Is one of the 
most unitiue and amazing in the whole 
history of medicine. 


This patient had four different per- 


sonalities which would take possession 
of her body at different times. Two of 
these were more pronounced than the 
others, one being a devil-may-care 
tomboy and the other a very pious 
demure and saintly person. And these 
persons were separated from each other 
by a complete loss of memory. The! 
did not know each other, except as they 
were told of each other by outsiders. 


And moreover, when they were told, 


they hated each other. The one who 
was vigorous and boyish would take 
enormous long walks, tiring her body 
all out, and then w.hen she got as far 
away from home as possible, suddenly 
desert the body and leave it for the 
saintly, and rather frail one to bring 
home! 


The story of this case ot Miss Beau- 


champ and how Dr. Prince cured her 
by reconciling the conflicts between 
her personalities, and making a fully 
rounded character of her, is told by 
him in a book called "The Dissociation 
of a. Personality." 


Dr. Prince is not a follower of Freud, 


but Freud has offered the true expla- 
nation of this celebrated case. It is 
merely an extreme case of the division 
between the conscious and the uncon- 
scious mind.

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HOW TO CURE 


FRECKLES 


BY LUCILLE DAUDET. 
ERY often the girl between four- 


teen and seventeen or eighteen 
years of age is much annoyed 
at having her face 
covered 


with freckles. This is quite usual in 
boys and girls in early youth and 
thould not be any cause for anxiety or 
worry. 
The girl 
with a fair com- 


plexion is the particular victim of the 
freckle complaint, for the sun often 
affects light skin in this way instead 
of 
tanning it. at it does to darker 


•kins. 


Just why these light brown marks 


of health should he so 'scorned is an 
open question, aa they are usually 
more becoming than not. But the fact 
remains that most girls look upon 
freckles as the greatest bar between 
them and good looks. In their anxiety 
to rid themselves of these 
brown 


"beauty marks" they go to the most 
ridiculous and often 
dangerous ex- 


tremes—dangerous indeed in many 
cases, for scores of lovely skins have 
been ruined by the use of so-called 
freckle removers. These patent medi- 
cines are almost always harmful. 


*-: the girl who thinks she IB af- 


flicted by freckles will only give ner- 
••H a few years they will probably 
wear away. In most cases freckles 
fade away entirely after the eighteenth 
year. But if she is too Impatient to 
wait she should at least-have sufficient 
common sense to use home-made and 
not patent remedies. A great many of 
the patent removers of freckles con- 
tain either bismuth, which is apt to 
blacken the skin, or mercury or lead, 
which are active mineral poisons. 


A few home-made remedies for 


freckles are given below, but it must 
be remembered that anything which 
will remove freckles must necessarily 
be of an acid and astringent nature. 
and too frequent usage may result In 
. later life In sallowness and wrinkles, 
which are much worse than freckles. 
'• The juice of a lemon squeezed into 


half a glass of water applied two or 
three times a day will fade the freckles 
. away. 
, > 'A fresh 
horseradish 
root, grated

buttermilk an<J allowed to stand over 
. ulght. The next morning this should 
be strained through a fine cheesecloth 
and the face should be washed in the 
resulting liquid night and morning.

Once they have gained entrance to a

Jn houses they de- 
stroy furniture, wall paper, books, fa- 
brics, clothing, shoes, leather goods, 
and food that is stored in dark, damp 
basements.
